Over  a  glass  of  wine,  he  admitted  to  me 
that  his  bitterness  was  a  long-faded  memory  most  likely  without  merit,  and  the 
warm  welcome  he  received  from  SJC  caused  him  to  regret  his  conviction  to  stay 
away.  He  expressed  how  glad  he  was  that  he  had  returned  to  campus  and  visited 
with  the  classmates  and  priests  that  he  had  associated  with  so  many  years  ago,  and 
he  vowed  to  return  to  SJC  as  often  as  possible,  for  as  many  years  as  God  would 
let  him. 

Take  this  alumnus’s  story  and  hold  its  message  to  your  heart.  If  you  haven’t  found 
time  to  make  the  trip,  I  encourage  you  to  visit  campus  to  see  the  old  and  the  new. 
While  some  things  change  with  time,  the  Saint  Joseph's  College  spirit  remains  the 
same.

As  young  girls  in 
grade  school,  twin 
sisters  Dani  ’03  and 
Darci  Ramirez  ’03 
remember  what  it  was  like 
taking  dance  lessons  to¬ 
gether  for  almost  fifteen 
years  in  their  native  city 
of  Highland,  Indiana. 

Despite  not  being  identi¬ 
cal  twins,  teachers  and 
children  alike  had  a  diffi¬ 
cult  time  telling  them 
apart.  “The  entire  time, 
we  were  called  by  one 
name:  ’DaniDarci.’  Even 
if  just  one  of  us  attended 
class,  we  were  addressed  by  that  one  name,” 
Dani  said.  “Even  now,  sometimes  we  are  just 
known  as  “the  twins.” 

In  light  of  these  situations,  one  might  be 
surprised  to  learn  that  “the  twins”  decided  to 
attend  the  same  college.  However,  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  was  appealing  to  Dani  and 
Darci  for  a  number  of  reasons.  For  Dani,  it  was 
the  small  class  sizes  that  drew  her  in.  For  Darci, 
the  appeal  was  in  beginning  her  major  as  early 
as  freshman  year.  And  as  both  girls  participated 
in  cross  country  and  track  in  high  school,  they 
were  both  equally  interested  in  SJC’s  athletic 
programs.  “Going  off  to  college  together  was 
not  something  that  we  sat  down  and  planned. 
We  both  researched  different  colleges  and  were 
most  impressed  by  what  SJC  had  to  offer,  but 
after  the  decision  was  made,  we  were  both 
relieved,”  Darci  explained.

At  SJC,  Dani  and  Darci 
were  involved  in  a  variety 
of  activities  -  sometimes 
together,  and  at  other 
times,  separately  -  and 
they  believe  having  both 
of  those  experiences 
helped  them  to  grow 
closer  to  each  other.  “At 
SJC,  we  became  individu¬ 
als,”  Dani  said.  “Although 
we  both  ran  cross  country 
and  track  and  were  members  of  Diversity  Coali¬ 
tion,  we  chose  different  majors  and  some  other 
extracurricular  activities.  We  now  know  that  we 
can  still  be  extremely  close  even  while  doing 
our  own  thing.” 

This  past  May,  each  sister  walked  across  the  stage 
during  SJC’s  Commencement  ceremony  to 
receive  her  diploma.  Darci’s  Physical  Education 
degree  landed  her  a  job  as  a  Technician  with 
Advanced  Physical  Therapy  in  Hammond,  while 
Dani’s  Social  Work  degree  paved  the  way  for 
her  job  as  a  Parent  Educator  with  Parents  As 
Teachers,  an  international  early  childhood 
parent  education  and  family  support  program, 
also  in  Hammond.

With  an  increase  in  membership,  ALD,  which  acts  primarily  as  a 
Award  service  organization,  has  the  human  resources  to  become  more 

involved  with  community  projects  and  programs. 
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Since  the  beginning  of  the  fall  semester,  SJC’s 
Pumas  have  been  on  the  move,  and  not  just 
in  the  area  of  academics.  In  the  last  three  months, 
students  have  both  participated  in  and  organized 
a  variety  of  volunteer  programs  for  individuals 
and  groups  both  on  and  off  campus,  throughout 
Indiana,  and  in  other  states.  According  to 
Director  of  Campus  Ministry  Ary  Nelson,  the 
high  level  of  student  involvement  in  volunteer 
organizations  is  not  unusual  at  SJC.  “The 
volunteer  groups  on  campus  offer  students  a 
different  learning  environment,  one  that  teaches 
lessons  about  life  and 
helping  others,”  she 
explained.  “These  groups 
give  students  a  chance  to 
work  in  communities  both 
inside  and  outside  of  SJC 
and  do  work  that  makes  a 
difference  in  people’s 
lives.” 

One  of  the  busiest  groups 
on  campus  is  Volunteer 
Corps,  which  offered  its 
services  on  September 
2 1  st  at  the  soup  kitchen  of 
St.  Victor  Church  in  Calu¬ 
met  City,  Illinois.  Sixteen 
student  volunteers  served 
food  to  and  visited  with 
hungry  community  mem¬ 
bers.  Nelson  and  five  of 
those  students  prepared  a 
meal  of  spaghetti  and  meatballs  (made  from 
scratch),  green  beans  and  fruit  salad  with 
whipped  cream  for  dessert,  and  brought  along 
milk,  coffee,  and  lemonade.  Volunteer  Corps 
President  and  SJC  junior  Music  major  Erin 
Diener  has  been  involved  with  the  annual  trip 
for  the  last  three  years  and  returns  each  time  with 
a  sense  of  personal  fulfillment.  “Every  time  I 
help  others  less  fortunate,  I  feel  I  receive  just  as 
much,  if  not  more,  out  of  the  situation  than  they 
do,”  she  said. 

In  addition  to  the  soup  kitchen  trip,  they  were 


also  in  charge  of  the  annual  “Rake  and  Run,”  a 
three-week  event  in  October  and  November 
during  which  Corps  members  visited  homes  in 
the  Rensselaer  community  and  raked  leaves  in 
the  yards  of  individuals  unable  to  do  so. 

Another  group  without  a  lack  of  projects  is  Habi¬ 
tat  For  Humanity,  a  Christian-based  housing 
ministry. The  group  held  the  sixth  annual  “Shack 
City”  on  October  21st,  an  event  where  students 
sleep  outside  on  the  College’s  intramural  sports 
field  in  cardboard  boxes  in  order  to  raise  funds 

and  awareness  about 
substandard  housing  in 
the  United  States.  The 
organization  is  currently 
preparing  for  their 
annual  spring  break  trip, 
where  they’ll  roll  up 
their  sleeves  and  pull 
out  their  hammers  to 
work  on  houses  in  North 
Carolina. 

Student  organizations 
aren’t  the  only  ones 
jumping  on  the  volun¬ 
teer  bandwagon;  in 
order  to  meet  a  com- 
munity-service 
requirement  for  SJC’s 
Freshman  Seminar 
Program,  every  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  freshman 
class  participates  in  a  volunteer  project  either 
on  or  off  campus.  A  number  of  groups  have 
chosen  to  focus  their  efforts  on  the  Grotto 
Beautification  Project,  raking  leaves,  pulling 
weeds,  and  performing  other  labor-intensive 
tasks.  Additional  programs  include  supervis¬ 
ing  children’s  activities  at  Jasper  County 
Youth  Center  and  creating  homemade  color¬ 
ing  books  for  patients  at  Riley  Children’s 
Hospital  in  Indianapolis.  Nelson  is  proud  of 
the  efforts  of  the  students  to  help  others  and 
support  the  College’s  mission. “We  are  the 
hands  and  feet  of  Christ,”  she  said.

On  October  21st,  the  Feast  Day  of  C.PP.S.  Founder  St.  Gaspar  del 
Bufalo,  Rev.  Paul  White,  C.PP.S  ’54  and  Rev.  Lawrence 
Heiman,  C.PP.S.  ’40  celebrated  special  ordination  anniversaries  with 
the  Missionaries  of  the  Precious  Blood.  White  was  recognized  for  50 
years  of  service  to  the  C.PP.S.,  while  Heiman  was  honored  for  60. 

Since  his  arrival  in  the  early  fifties.  White  has  served  SJC  as  a  priest, 
professor,  and  administrator.  In  addition  to  teaching  courses  in  Eco¬ 
nomics  and  Religion  at  SJC,  he  has  also  held  the  positions  of  Business 
Manager,  Parents  Association  Moderator,  Executive  Vice  President, 
Alumni  Director,  and  Director  of  Campaigns.  Today,  White  is  the  Ad¬ 
ministrator  for  two  parishes  in  Francesville  and  Medaryville,  Indiana. 

Heiman  holds  both  a  master’s  degree  in  Gregorian  Chant  and  a  doctor¬ 
ate  in  Sacred  Music  from  the  Pontifical  Institute  of  Sacred  Music  in 
Rome,  one  of  only  a  handful  of  people  in  the  United  States  to  hold  a 
doctorate  from  there.  In  1960,  he  founded  the  Rensselaer  Program  of 
Church  Music  and  Liturgy,  which  he  directed  for  35  summers,  and  in 
1998,  he  began  the  Gregorian  Chant  Institute,  a  one-week  program 
which  takes  place  before  SJC’s  summer  session.  Today,  Heiman  con¬ 
tinues  to  serve  as  Director  of  the  Institute.

With  the  lights  on  and  camera  ready,  Mass 
Communication  senior  Bridget  Newman 
completed  an  internship  with  the  non-profit  organiza¬ 
tion  Chicago  International  Children’s  Film  Festival 
(CICFF),  where  she  spent  three  months  as  the  Media 
Education  Coordinator.  Recognized  by  the  Academy 
of  Motion  Picture  Arts  and  Sciences  as  an  Academy- 
qualifying  festival,  CICFF  is  the  largest  festival  of  its 
kind  in  the  world  and  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  North 
America. 

Through  this  internship,  Newman  co-coordinated 
several  events,  including  auditions  for  the  Giffoni  Film 
Festival  and  the  Young  Chicago  Critics  Program.  She 
received  the  chance  to  use  the  skills  she  mastered 
working  for  SJC’s  TV-6  News  as  she  cued  tapes  and 
photographed  and  filmed  interviews  with  young 
actors.  The  writing  skills  she  developed  by  serving  as 
Co-Editor  in  Chief,  Sports  Editor,  and  Reporter  for  The 
Observer  (SJC’s  campus  newspaper)  also  came  into 
play  as  she  wrote  grant  proposals,  completed  applica¬ 
tions  for  funding,  and  reviewed  and  rated  several  films.

CICFF’s  fast-paced  atmosphere  gave  Newman  a  taste  of 
the  brutal  work  force.

“Program  dates 
couldn’t  be  changed  simply  because  'Bridget  didn’t  have 
things  ready  in  time.’” 

However,  sometimes  being  “efficient”  had  nothing  to  do 
with  writing  proposals  or  taping  interviews.  “At  the  very 
end  of  the  summer,  we  learned  that  one  of  our  kids  ran 
away  from  home.  It  was  amazing  to  see  our  staff,  the 
kids,  the  parents,  the  workers  at  Facets,  and  local 
businesses  all  pull  together  to  help  this  one  mother  find 
her  daughter,”  she  said.  “The  power  of  communication 
meant  a  lot  more  to  me  after  that  experience.  To  be  able 
to  contact  people  and  articulate  to  them  what  it  is  you 
need  in  real-life  situations  is  priceless.” 

The  experience  Newman  received  at  CICFF  played  a 
factor  in  her  recent  decision  to  pursue  graduate  studies  in 
Business  Administration  after  graduating  from  SJC. 
“Albert  Einstein  said,  ‘The  more  I  learn,  the  more  I 
realize  I  don’t  know.’  That  statement  hit  home  for  me 
after  the  internship,”  she  said.  “I  realized  for  the  first  time 
what  a  wide  world  we  live  in,  and  I  knew  that  I  had  more 
to  learn,  see,  and  do  before  I  could  enter  it.  As  a  Puma, 
I’ve  received  an  education  that  has  given  direction  to  my 
life.  Now,  I’m  ready  to  further  my  knowledge  and  define 
more  clearly  where  I  want  to  go.”

-  National  Aeronautics  and  Space 
Administration  (NASA) 

The  phrase  “computer  applications”  has  a  double 
meaning  for  senior  Computer  Science  and  Math¬ 
ematics  double  major  Kenny  Shumard,  as  he  recently 
completed  an  internship  with  NASA’s  Stennis  Space 
Center  in  Mississippi.  For  several  months,  he  rewrote 
operating  code  for  an  in-house  sensor  network  center, 
looked  at  existing  code  and  translated  it  into  different 
programming  languages,  and  was  challenged  to 
increase  the  overall  efficiency  of  NASA’s  sensor 
network  system. 

Shumard  took  his  experiences  from  SJC,  which  include 
being  President  of  the  Computer  Club,  a  Tutor  for  the 
Computer  Science  and  Mathematics  Departments, 
President  of  the  Student  Association,  and  founder  of 
“Techies,”  a  group  that  offers  computer  support  to  stu¬ 
dents  on  campus,  and  applied  them  to  his  position  on 
the  NASA  team  and  his  new  role  in  the  “nine-to-five” 
world.  “There  was  no  formal  training  period.  From 
day  one  I  was  doing  pertinent  work  and  given  a  lot  of 
independence,  something  I  didn’t  expect,”  he 
explained.  “Once  I  became  familiar  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  my  project,  I  was  given  even  more  freedom 
to  make  technical  decisions  and  follow  them  through. 
For  one  three-week  period  of  the  summer,  my  mentor 
was  even  on  vacation  in  Brazil!” 


While  adjusting  to  his  new  responsibilities,  he  also 
became  acquainted  with  the  nature  of  government  work. 
“I  had  never  worked  closely  with  the  government  before, 
and  it  was  interesting  because  there  was  a  completely 
different  mentality,”  he  said.  “At  SJC,  the  focus  is  on 
academics  and  personal  growth.  With  NASA,  the  focus 
is  on  science  and  innovation.  The  people  I  worked  with, 
from  the  Center  Director  to  the  other  interns  who  were 
my  peers,  were  saying,  ‘I  have  an  idea’  or  ’Let’s  try  this 
instead.’  And  if  it  worked  well  or  improved  some  process 
or  product  somehow,  that  idea  was  easily  adopted.” 

For  Shumard,  working  side  by  side  with  doctors  and 
experts  in  the  computer  science  field  encouraged  him  to 
use  his  SJC  education  beyond  an  academic  setting.  “I 
gained  experience  working  on  a  software  project  that 
wasn’t  in  existence  simply  for  me  to  earn  a  good  grade  in 
class.  It  actually  had  to  accomplish  something  once  I 
completed  it,”  he  said. 


Though  his  plans  for  the  future  are  uncertain  at  this  point 
(he  can’t  decide  between  attending  graduate  school  or 
joining  AmeriCorps),  Shumard  believes  the  lessons  he 
learned  from  his  internship  with  NASA  will  come  in  handy 
for  whatever  path  he  takes.  “My  internship  really  worked 
out  well  for  me.  NASA  was  a  positive  environment,  very 
conducive  to  both  my  formal  education  at  SJC  and  my 
ability  to  express  my  own  ideas.  SJC  helped  to  make  that 
happen  by  providing  me 
with  an  environment 
where  I  can  explore 
boundaries  and  try 
new  things  without 
the  fear  of  failure.

Posts  Fourth-Highest 
G.P.A.  Among  Division  II 
Athletic  Teams 

The  SJC  softball  team  was  recently  honored  with 
a  spot  on  the  National  Fastpitch  Coaches 
Association’s  NCAA  Division  II  Academic  Top 
10.  The  team's  collective  grade  point  average 
for  the  2002-2003  academic  year  was  3.527, 
strong  enough  to  rank  them  in  fourth  place 
among  Division  II  teams  and  fifth  among  all 
divisions  of  the  NCAA.

Men’s  Basketball 
Preview 

Optimism  abounds  in  the  SJC  men’s  basketball 
offices  as  practices  began  on  October  1 5th.  Sec¬ 
ond-year  head  coach  Line  Darner  has  combined 
a  superb  recruiting  class  of  nine  quality  players 
with  the  core  of  last  year’s  team  in  the  hopes  of 
improving  upon  last  season,  which  ended  with 
an  11-17  record  and  an  appearance  in  the  Great 
Lakes  Valley  Conference  tournament 
quarterfinals. 

Leading  the  returnees  are  Corey  Seegers,  who 
earned  second-team  All-GLVC  honors  after  lead¬ 
ing  the  Pumas  in  points  ( 1 8.5)  and  rebounds  (7.4) 
per  game  last  season,  and  Jamie  Holden,  who 
led  the  conference  in  assists  and  steals  and  set 
school  records  for  single-game  assists  and  steals, 
single-season  assists  and  career  steals.

The  season  opener  for  the  Pumas  took  place  No¬ 
vember  15th  at  Drury  University.  The  home 
opener  was  November  17th  against  Lake  Supe¬ 
rior  State  University.

Women’s  Basketball 
Preview 

Now  in  his  second  year  as  head  coach  of  SJC 
women’s  basketball  team,  John  Raff  expects  to  see 
marked  improvement  from  this  year’s  squad.  The 
Pumas  returned  four  of  their  top  five  scorers  from 
last  year’s  team  and  added  six  freshmen  to  the  fold 
as  they  attempt  to  improve  upon  last  season’s  11-17 
finish. 

Leading  the  way  for  SJC  is  senior  Heather  Allen, 
an  honorable  mention  All-Great  Lakes  Valley  Con¬ 
ference  pick  last  year.  She  has  been  the  Pumas’  lead¬ 
ing  scorer  and  rebounder  for  the  past  three  years, 
averaging  15.5  points  and  7.1  rebounds  per  game 
last  season.  She  is  currently  ninth  in  school  history 
in  career  scoring  and  1 1  th  in  career  rebounding.  Also 
back  this  season  are  double-figure  scorers  Courtney 
Rosenbaum  (12.3  ppg)  and  Michelle  Wegner  (10.2 
ppg),  as  well  as  Erin  Sampsel,  who  led  the  Pumas 
in  assists,  steals,  and  blocked  shots  last  season.

Bob  Brown 

When  Bob  Brown  talks  about  Saint  Joseph’s  College,  he 
sounds  like  an  alumnus.  He  shares  experiences  about 
talking  with  former  Bears  quarterback  Billy  Wade  during  the 
days  when  the  team  practiced  on  SJC’s  campus,  seeing  Presi¬ 
dent  Dwight  Eisenhower  at  the  Halleck  Student  Center  dedi¬ 
cation  ceremony,  visiting  with  C.PP.S.  priests  and  brothers, 
and  eating  with  students  in  the  cafeteria.  However,  Brown’s 
experiences  stemmed  not  from  his  time  as  a  student  but  as 
Branch  Superintendent  for  the  United  States  Postal  Service 
branch  located  on  campus  grounds,  where  he  worked  for  1 7 
years  with  his  late  wife,  Charlotte.  “Working  on  campus  was 
a  great  experience,”  he  said.  “We  enjoyed  our  time  im¬ 
mensely.” 

But  Brown's  relationship  with  SJC  didn’t  end  at  the  Post 
Office.  In  1959,  after  just  one  year  in  his  position,  he  was 
recognized  by  then  SJC  Alumni  Director  Rudy  Volz  as  an 
honorary  alumnus.  He  and  then  Athletic  Director  Dick 
Scharf  ’38  would  drive  members  of  the  baseball  and  basket¬ 
ball  teams  to  away  games  in  Brown’s  station  wagon.  Brown 
and  his  wife  also  opened  their  home  to  students  when  enroll¬ 
ment  numbers  increased  after  the  Vietnam  War,  renting  their 
upstairs  apartment  to  those  who  couldn’t  live  on  campus. 

These  days,  Brown  spends  his  time  working  for  his  son 
and  daughter-in-law’s  business,  Brown’s  Garden  and 
Floral  Shoppe  in  Rensselaer.  In  1973,  he  became  a  Fellow 
of  the  College,  and  Charlotte  followed  suit  in  1979.  Three 
of  his  five  sons  are  also  Fellows,  and  one  of  them,  Bob 
Brown,  Jr.  ’73,  is  even  an  alumnus.  Brown  attends  the 
College’s  6:30  a.m.  weekly  Sunday  Mass  and  makes  it  a 
point  to  attend  Homecoming  Weekend  every  year.  “Some¬ 
times  I  see  students  I  used  to  know  and  I’ll  say,  ‘Hey,  you 
were  box  number  so-and-so,’  and  they’ll  say,  ‘Wow,  I  can’t 
believe  you  remember  that.’  But  I  do.”

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SJC  Professor 
Conducts  Dissertation 
Research  in  Wales 


Jody  Taylor- Watkins,  Reference/Assis¬ 
tant  Librarian  and  Assistant  Professor  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  College,  returned  in  August  from  a 
seven-and-a-half  month  stay  in  Cwm  (pro¬ 
nounced  Coom),  Wales.  A  doctoral  candidate  for 
a  degree  in  cultural  anthropology  at  Purdue  Uni¬ 
versity,  Taylor- Watkins  visited  Wales  in  order  to 
conduct  a  participant  observation  study  for  her 
dissertation,  which  focuses  on  the  characteris¬ 
tics  that  make  up  Welsh  identity  and  how  the 
Welsh  language  contributes  to  that  identity. 

Her  interests  in  nationalism  and  national  iden¬ 
tity  were  sparked  through  formal  anthropologi¬ 
cal  studies  and  independent  reading,  but  the  idea 
of  focusing  specifically  on  Welsh  culture  resulted 
from  visiting  the  country  with  her  husband,  SJC 
Associate  Professor  of  Political  Science  Peter 
Watkins.  “Wales  is  divided  by  language.  Only 
20  percent  of  the  population  actually  speaks 
Welsh,  and  most  native-born  citizens  don’t  speak 
it,”  Taylor- Watkins  said.  “Peter  grew  up  in  Wales, 


and  his  family  members  have  strong  feelings 
about  their  Welsh  identity  despite  not  having  the 
most  unique  cultural  marker  of  ‘Welshness’  - 
the  Welsh  language.  My  original  goal  was  to 
learn  about  the  characteristics  other  than  lan¬ 
guage  that  make  up  the  Welsh  identity.” 

However,  through  her  attendance  at  a  number 
of  public  events  including  concerts,  church 
services,  public  hearings,  and  Welsh  language 
classes,  as  well  as  formal  interviews  with  people 
from  many  walks  of  life  ranging  from  sports  to 
politics,  she  found  her  dissertation  assuming  a 
new  shape.  “I  found  that  the  language  had  more 
of  an  impact  than  I  had  previously  thought  it 
would,”  she  said.  “Greater  receptivity  toward  the 
language  in  [the  southeast  area],  combined  with 
some  potential  political  changes  on  the  horizon 
in  Wales,  have  given  me  new  insight  into  Welsh 
culture.  That  makes  my  dissertation  work  more 
challenging,  but  also  more  exciting.” 


John  Egan,  Professor  of  Music,  was 
presented  in  August  with  the  Sagamore  of  the 
Wabash  Award,  the  highest  award  bestowed  by 
the  governor  of  Indiana.  The  award  is  a  personal 
tribute  given  to  those  who  have  rendered  distin¬ 
guished  service  to  the  state  of  Indiana. 

John  Nichols,  National  Endowment  for 
Humanities  Distinguished  Teaching  Professor  at 
SJC,  has  a  77-page  monograph  published  on  the 


Web  site  of  the  Association  of  American 
Colleges  and  Universities.  Entitled  “Quality  of 
the  Degree:  An  Alliance  Between  Faculty  and 
Accreditors,”  the  source  of  the  publication  is  the 
work  of  a  national  project  group  that  Nichols 
directed  in  his  role  as  a  Senior  Fellow  at  AACU 
from  200 1  -2003.
